EMPIRE TAKES 
UP WORK AGAIN 


Co ro natio n Ov er, Baldwin 
Ready Fo r Imperial 
Co nference 


(By A ssociated P rsss) 
LONDON, May 13 Empire states­ 
men faced about today from the 
mediev al symbolism of the corona- 
i tion of George VI, .king-emperor 
of Britain, to the modern realities 
of 
the 
commonwealths 
m o s t 
pressing problems. 
Prime ministers and representa­ 
tiv es of the dominions and of In- 
of tiie c o m m o n w e a l t h’s most 
their monarch and his queen, Eliza­ 
beth, awaited the call of Prime 
Minister Stanley Baldwin tomorrow 
that will open the imperial con­ 
ference. 
Sev en Years o f Chang e 
Sev en years of sweeping change 
hav e passed since the empire met 
last in formal conference in 1930 
Attention has been turned from in­ 
ternal problems of imperial rela­ 
tions and economics to concern for 
ioreign affairs and defense of the 
empire. 
Britain confronts a world ob­ 
structed by trade barriers dam­ 
ming the commerce which sustains 
the empire, alarmed by threats to 
its peace structure 
and 
rearming 
co mpetitiv ely . 
Dominion prime 
ministers 
will 
want to know the empire's stand on 
the League of Nations, on Euro­ 
pean affairs, on empire trade and 
on defense of Britain's “life-line'' 
communications should war engulf 
it or any of lte components. 
For the first time on equal foot­ 
ing. they will state their own v iews. 
There hav e been some notable 
changes in the membership of the 
conference. Newfoundland, her do­ 
minion constitution suspended, will
